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DICK WK1.1.ES’ HTDB PARK. 



Jerome Bespess’ colt, Dick Welles, won the fif- 
teenth Hyde Park Stakes yesterday in rare style. 
The fickle pnblic, which slurred the colt after his 
defeat by Tom Cogan in the Kenwood, cheered 
Dick Welles Instily as he came back to the stand. 
Dick Welles wasn’t the favorite in the ring. But he 
carried the public money with that of his party 
and his victory was a popular one. He won, as has 
been written, in rare style. The victory was most 
decisive and showed that Welles far outclasses the 
pick of the western two- year-old division. The 
track was fast, the field big, the start even and the 
winner's performance a clean cut one. Fourteen 
went to the post. Shooting Star was added 
to the sixteen carded and Glendon, Santon 
and Sidney C. Love scratched. The Drake 
pair, Savable and Von Bouse were always 
favorites and Dick Welles second choice. 
The odds against Savable and Von Bouse rose a 
point, even against the heavy support they got, 
while Dick Welles was backed from 4 to 1 to 21 to 1. 
The start was well nigh perfect, and at the first 
breakaway with his horses Dick Welles, a remark- 
ably quick breaker, shot to the front at once, and 
with the foot of the field all the way, oi>ened up a 
gap that widened as he went on. Nothing aver got 
near him and he won hand ridden only by seven 
lengths. The race behind him for second place was 
keen as between Savable and Early. Early fol- 
lowed Dick Welles from the break, but near the 
half mile ground Savable drew out, and around the 
bend got to Early’s side. From there under sharp 
pressure de gained on Early, and the latter tiring 
in the last fifty yards, was beaten quite easily by a 
couple of lengths. Of the others, only Watkins 
Overton did anything remarkable. He was slow to 
leave the post and was last when the field was in 
motion. He raced last along the backstretch under 
a drive to get up. Arennd the big bend Overton 
began to pick up his horses, and from the eighth 
pole, under whip and spur, gained on the leaders, 
landing a good fourth. It was the second fastest 
race ever run for the Hyde Park Stakes, Alard 
Scheck’s 1 in 1900 only being ahead of it from a 
time standpoint.

In the first race Jerome Bespe.ss sprung a good 
youngster in Collonade, which was well backed by 
the talent at 24 to 1. The colt proved to be much 
the best at the weights, leading all the way and 
winning easily by two and one-half lengths from 
Topsoil, which finished seven in front of Farmer 
Jim for second place. Topsoil showed improvement 
over his race of the day before, and consider- 
ing the amount of weight he was conceding to the 
winner, put up a good performance. Farmer Jim 
was cut off by Topsoil in the first sixteenth, losing 
several lengths. 

Travers simply spreadeagled the field in the sec- 
ond race, a da.sh of six and a half furlongs. S<jon 
after the barrier arose he opened up a big gap and 
held it to the end, winning eased op by four lengths 
from Oduor, which beat the tiring Zyra a half for 
second place. Oduor began slowly, but moved up 
fast when turning inUj the last quarter and finished 
determinedly. Lovable ran well for five furlongs. 
Bhe runs to her best form in the mud. 

The crmsistent Rasnelas had little trouble in win- 



ning the fourth race. Bidden with good judgment 
he laid along in third and fourth position until 
almost six furlongs had been run, where Lyne 
called upon him and he soon moved up to Bavens- 
bnry, which led in the stretch. About the last 
eighth Basselas easily went to the front, winning 
well in hand by a length from (Compass, which 
came with a rush at the end and beat out the tiring 
Bavensbnry the same distance for second place. 
Marion Lynch and Jingler ran well for almost six 
furlongs. 

Bnrnie Bnnton gave the lie to the belief that she 
could not go over six furlongs by beating a good 
lot of sprinters in the fifth race at six and a half 
furlongs. She ran to her best form , displayed a 
sharp turn of speed and never left the result in 
doubt. She won handily by a half length from 
Death, which beat Jim Clark four for second place. 
She negotiated the distance in 1 :19^, which was 
one and two-fifths of a second faster than the 
previous track record. A. D. Gibson showed si)eed 
for a half mile, but tired fast in the last quarter. 

Lake View Belle led all the way in the last race, 
winning with ease by a length from Pyrrho, with 
G. W. W. a fair third. The last-named ran away 
with Coburn one and a half miles after the race 
before he could be stopped. Evelyn Byrd ran well 
for six furlongs. Peat put up an indifi'ereut per- 
formance. 

One of the largest crowds of the week was pres- 
ent, probably owing to the clear weather. The 
track was in good shape, and should no rain fall 
today will be very fast. 

STARTER FITZGERALD IN LUCK. 

Of an incident marking the racing at Brighten 
Beach last Tnesday an eastern exchange says : 

“It was a fortunate circumstance for all con- 
cerned that starter Fitzgerald’s lungs wers strong 
enough to reach the ears of all the jockeys in the 
mixnp at the barrier before the last race yesterday. 
For had the starter’s shout of ‘no start’ not been 
heard by even one of the boys, this ‘recall’ of the 
‘no recall’ system might have famished a cause 
eelebro in American turf annals and not entirely a 
pleasant one at that, 

“Of seventeen horses at the post for this race, less 
than half a doaen got away in full motion to what 
looked like a start as the barrier went up, while 
two of these, C. W. Wadsworth’s Lucky Bird and 
G, W. Vaaderveer’s Singing Nymph were so far in 
advance of the balance of the field that nothing 
could have got near them had their boys gone on. 

“Naturally, there was a whirlwind of excitement 
among the spectators, which soon died away, how- 
ever, as all the boys including those on Lucky Bird 
and Singing Nymph, were observed to pull up and 
go back to the barrier. In case the boys on Lucky 
Bird and Singing Nymph had not heard, or hearing, 
had disregarded the .starter’s ‘recall,’ the outcome 
of the matter would have been a queer tangle. 
Under existing rules it would have been a start, 
and the stewards would have had an unpleasant 
situation confronting them, analogous to the case 
in England three weeks ago, where thirteen out of 
a field of twenty-five horses never left the barrier. 

‘‘Starter Fitzgerald, after the race, explained to 
the stewards how the mixnp occurred. He was 
leaning over the railing of his stand calling to a 
jockey on the extreme outside to get his horse ‘off 
the barrier,’ when the electric button which re- 
leasee the barrier was pressed against the wood- 
work accidentally. 

“Of course the barrier went up, but as the starter 
knew it was an accident, he was quick enough and 
fortunate enough to check the seventeen jockeys in 
time. And it was a ca.se of all’s well that ends well. 

“But if the (jccurrence has the effect of causing 

I I some rule to be made at <juce covering possible 
accidents of this nature, yesterday’s excitement 
^ will not have been in vain. 

“In the English ca.se referred to, a race at Ascot 



on June 24, where half the field remained at the bar- 
rier, the stewards decided a protest made by Mr. 
Bothschild. Their decision was that ‘It was a start 
for the race, because the horses were behind the 
barrier when the starter palled the lever.’ 

“Since this race the English racing rules have 
been amended to allow a starter to recall his horses 
in case of an accident. The exact wording of the 
rule has not come to hand, but this is the gist of it. 

“It now remains for our racing stewards to deal 
officially with this question of ‘accidents’ at the 
barrier, or starter Fitzgerald may be weak of voice 
some day and a worse problem confronts them.’’

THAT RAISE AT SARATOGA. 

A dispatch from Saratoga to the New York Sun 
of Wednesday says: 

“Mr. Whitney was seen at his cottage at the 
United States Hotel this morning and asked with 
regard to the proposed increase of admission from 
$2 to $3 at the Saratoga race track for this race 
meeting. Mr. Whitney said: 

“ ‘The entire question stands on what class of rac- 
ing you expect to maintain. Saratoga is a small 
community compared with that around the metro- 
politan tracks. The average attendance at a race 
meeting here is not one-half the average attendance 
at Coney Island, BrtKiklyn or Morris Park. We be- 
lieve, however, that it is an attendance of people 
wanting only first- class racing, and, if they get it, 
they are willing to pay whatever is necessary to 
maintain it. Wo have started in on that theory. 
We have spent about $250,000 on the plant. Wo 
have adverti.sed stakes fully up to those of any 
track in the United States, and, if wo are success- 
ful, it is the disi>osition of the geutlemeu in 
the association to keep raising the standard here.

BETTIHG IN KNCLAND. 

Under date of July 5 a letter from London co the 
Morning Telegraph says : 

'‘The select committee of the House of Lords, ap- 
pointed ‘to inquire into the increase of public bet- 
ting amongst all classes, and whether any legis- 
lative measures are possible and expedient for 
cheeking the abuses occasioned thereby,’ has at 
last made public its report. 

“The committee began by stating that, after 
‘hearing much evidence, they are of opinion that 
betting is generally prevalent in the United King- 
dom, and that the practice of betting has increased 
considerably of late years, especially among the 
working classes, while, on the other hand, the 
habit of making large bets, which used at one time 
to be the fashion among owners and breeders of 
horses, has greatly diminished. Betting is not con- 
fined to horse racing, but is also prevalent at ath- 
letic meetings and football matches. 

“The report goes on*to make*a;nnmberFoC obser- 



vations an d recommendations,twhich,'.all^n7aIl, 
eaiT" fairly *to^the~voice of the people, realizing 
that betting cannot be suppressed. The publica- 
tion of stating prices is not to be prohibited, 
“Section 11 in a measure summarizes the main 
features of the rei>ort, being as follows : 

‘‘ ‘The committee are convinced that it is impossi- 



that the best method of reducing the practice is to 
localize it as far as possible on racecourses and 
other places where sport is carried on.’ 

‘‘An interesting feature is the omission from the 
report of paragraph 17. In the draft of the reix>rt 
it ran as follows : 

“ ‘Although horseracing in ^England is more 
widely diffused than in France, and the interest 
taken in racing throughout this country, generally, 
is also far greater, the committee are of the opinion 
that, were it possible by some modification of the 
existing lottery law to introduce such a system as 
the “Pari Mutual, ’’ it would be attended with the 
best result. 

“ 'The committee believe that it would tend to 
localize betting on the racecourses, whilst the rev- 
enue obtained by the State would, in their opinion, 
be a very legitimate form of taxation and could be 
utilized for the encouragement of horse breeding 
and for the breeding of army mounts.’ 

“When paragraph 16 was read, however, the 
Bishop of Hereford moved the addition of what 
appears above as its closing sentence. This was 
agreed to by five to four, the majority being Vis- 
count Cobham, the Earl of Aberdeen, Viscount 
Peel, the Bishop of Hereford and Lord Davey : and 
the minority the Earl of Derby, the Earl of Hare- 
wood, the Earl of Durham and Lord Newton. At 
the instance of the bishop, paragraph 17 was then 
omitted, the voting being identical with the preced- 
ing division. 

“A curious point in the committee’s report is that 



they show pretty clearly, while recommending leg- | 
islation, that absence of any such interference is j 
really the surest condition for mitigating even an | 
admitted evil. They show this by their finding i 
that among owners and the richer classes betting 
in large sums is not now nearly so prevalent as it 
used to be. 

“Now these are just the classes who have been 
able to bet without any trouble or fear of the law, 
and. just as the old habit of excessive drinking has 
gone out among such people, though no law exists 
to stop them from still being ‘three bottle’ men, so 
it is clear that education and an advanced order of 
intelligence will in the case of gambling, as in 
drinking, allay the trouble, if only it is not aggra- 
vated and infiamed by repressive legislation. The 
classes who are still in the shackles of the law 
continue to get their backs up against it, whether 
in the matter of drinking, betting or anything else. 

“However, it is a comfort to remember that Lord 
Salisbury, when consenting to the existence of the 
Lord’s Committee, took occasion to state in no un- 
certain terms that he could hold out no hopes of a 
practical result following ou the committee’s re- 
port, whatever the matter might be.”
